DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
7/20/2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to disclose the claimed combination of subject matter, particularly a MRI 
apparatus comprising an imaging means, a signal processing means, a display means, 
and a control means, wherein said imaging means is provided with a two-dimensional 
monitoring mode and three-dimensional measurement mode using the same pulse 
sequence, wherein said control means includes mode switching means for switching 
from two-dimensional to three-dimensional modes, where slice encode is omitted in the 
two-dimensional monitoring mode and the slice encode is added in the three- 
dimensional monitoring mode, and wherein said control means controls said signal 
processing means to reconstruct images immediately after the three-dimensional 
measurement mode begins, using data including data acquired in the pulse sequence 
performed without the slice encode just before the three-dimensional measurement.
